Michel in the Balance. 

Michel is eafe yet, but the whole 
galley of the river is on fire, and if 
the wind etarts up, the whole town is 
doomed. Al wornen and chlidren have 
been sent to Blairmore, Frank and 
Coleman for safety. All mines are 
shut down, and the men are fighting 
fires in relaye, plowing guarde, burn 
ing back fires, clearing underbrush and 
soaking roois of houses with water, of 
which, fortunately, there is a good 
suppiy from the gravity system. 

The Battle in Hosmer. 

Only about a dozen houses have been 
burned in Hosmer yet, but the fire is 
all around, and men are fighting for 
their lives tO ave ‘their homes and 
property, Many from Fernie have 
taken refuge in the new coke ovens 
being built by the Canadian Paeific, 
where they are safe even if the town 
does burn. They are being cared for 
and fed as best they can. 

The Greatest Disaster. 

At Fernie, however, is the greatest 
ecene of desolation.

FRASER'S FURS BRING 88,398. 


Colim. Fraser, fur trader from Fort 
Chipewsan has dixposed of his fur packs 
brought down to the city reeently to 
local fur buyers for $8,008. He sold the 
fur he brought down earlier in the year 
for about $7,000, making the total sales 
this year between $15,000 and $16,000, 
Last year when fur was more plentiful 
and prices better than this year he real- 
ized nearly $40,000 on his year's fur 
catch, 

The supply of fur brought down last 
week was sold by auction in the fur 
room of Heury Fraser, far buyer for 
MeDougall & Secord. As soon as Mr, 
Fraser aveved in the city the fur packs 
were opened and the vavious fur’ buyers 
in the city went carefully over it in 
turn to estimate its value, After they 
had all examined it closely and picked 
out the bad skins and fixed on their 
bid« the fur was put up for auction. 
McDougall & Secord, W. H. Jaeger, 
buyer for Jos. Ullman, W. B. Stennett 
and Revillon Bros. all hid on @the fur 
but the bids were far lower than last 
years as the buyers knew that the mar- 
ket for fury was not nearly so goed, 

As a result of the bidding McDougall 
& Secord purchased the marten, mink 
and otter skins for $4,208, W. H. Jaeger 
bought the silver, cross and red foxes 
for $1,200 aud W, B. Stennett bought 
the rat hides for $2,800, making .the 
total selling price of the fur $8,338.

Constantinople, Aug. 5.—Trouble 
has already developed in connection 
with the new ministry, The Young 
Turks are dissatisfied at the Sultan’s 
claiming the right to appoint the 
ministers of war and = marine, con- 
trary to Article 27 of the constitution 
which confers on him only the right 
to choose the Grand Viziers and Shiek 
Islam, The Young Turk committee 
interviewed the Grand Vizier, and pa- 
litely but firmly demanded compli- 
ance with the constitution in this re- 
spect, in accordance with instructions 
from their central committee at Sal- 
chica. They pointed oyt that — the 
question was a vital one inasmuch as 
it involves the control of the whole 
cabinet, 

It is noteworthy that none of the 
new ministers have formally accepted 
office. Some object to having been 
eppointed without being consulted, 
while others, knowing they are unpo- 
pular, fear the hostiliiv of the Young 
Turks, An Imperial irade last night 
announced the resignation of the min- 
ister of marine, but other alleged re- 
signations are officially denied, It is 
clear, however, that the complete ce- 
construction of the ministry is imimja- 
ent, Telegrams received from 
provinces, contain. the report of the 
surrenders of the bands which have 
been threatening - Macedonia,
